1 . Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8, 26-27 and 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
backlight device for a liquid crystal display and a method of fabricating of the same comprising a 
combination of various elements/steps as claimed more specifically a plurality of white, red, 
green and blue light emitting diodes arranged on a common substrate that paralleled to the light- 
guiding plate and disposed at a rear of the housing, wherein each of the plurality of light 
emitting diodes has light-emitting portions disposed inside the housing and body portions 
disposed outside the housing such that the housing surrounds the light-emitting portions of the 
plurality of light emitting diodes, and wherein upper surface and one side surface of the light- 
emitting portions of the plurality of light emitting diodes are opposite to the housing, and other 
side surface of the light-emitting portions of the plurality of light emitting diodes is opposite to a 
light-incidence surface of the light-guiding plate as set forth in claims 1, 4 and 26.
